affairs exists may. result 
in. some

next session of Congress. 


It was at the Mure Island

yard, where there has been the most 
coinplele application of the Newberry 
system of navy yard coiijLrol as modi- 
lied in some particulars by Secretary 


Meyer. Friction there is said to ex- 
ist between Naval Constructor H. A. 
ISvans and tbe captain of the yard, 
Capt. Lucien Young, 
and

der. C. A. Carr, the engineer officer. 


The difficulty between Evans and 


Carr'is said to have readied a criti- 
cal stage and that possibly may de- 
'velop into a situation requiring mil- 
itary discipline. Some of tbe officers

The Newberry system, as applied 


at Mire Island, was regarded by Ibe 
congressional committee as quite suc- 
cessful. 
They are quoted as believ- 


ing that the same system should be 
applied at all navy yards in the in- 
terest of expenditious and economi- 
cal operation. Tbls'attitude may have 
a decided' effect upon legislation next 
winter.

Sunflower seed, ilaxseed and 
oil meal makes the feather bright and glossy. Too much exposure to 
aim ruins the ear lobes, blistering, and finally causing them to peel 


off. 
This reduces the winning chance. Anointing the feet nml shanks 


with vaseline will preserve their color. Two weeps before showing sep- 
arate the show birds from others. 
Give a tonic in the water. One 


tablespooiiful of this tonic tg each half gallon of water. Make the 
tonic in this proportion: To two gallons of water,add one gill sul- 
phuric acid, one half ounce of quinine, 4 ounces of cayenne pepper, 
1 pound sulphate of iron.

LIQUOR EXPRESS COMPANIES 


Maine Thinks That'They are Due tc 


iHave Some Trouble 


PortlanuV_Me., Oct. 1C.—The'Argus 


publishes the following: 


On Jan. 1 the new United States in- 


ter-state 'commerce law will go-into 
effect, which will!mean tho complete, 
elimination of the interstate c'xpresf 
companies in no-license cities 
ant3 


towns, anrl as the fact

cussed, Its bearing upon the license 
question' is a source onconjcclure. 


Under the new law persons desir- 


ing to purchase liquors cannot go to 
tho agencies or olllces of 
Inlurstnle 


express companies in no-license com- 
munities, and theru place their or- 
ders and pay for them to have them 
delivered at ihelr homes, as in the 
past, for,this will be unlawful 
and 


cop.inauics doing such a. business will 
.be subjected to a line of 
$5,WO 
or 


two years' imprisonment. 


In order to purchase 
liquors 
in 


cities outside of the state in which 
the no-licenso community is located, 
the mcney must bo mailed direct lo 
the concern in question, accompanied 
by the required order, and the pack- 
ages when shipped to the purchaser 
must be marked plainly, denoting its 
contents, the cost, amount, with the 
purchaser's address and tho consign- 
ee's 
address 
plainly 
stamped 
or 


marked ou the outside of the puck- 
age. 
The law will be 
strictly en- 


forced relative to these stipulations. 


This will eliminate a number of In- 


terstate express companies new doing 
business. The "pony express" com- 
panies, however, could bo licensed by 
the aldermen under the law and could 
do business.
